LONDON, July 13.—(Associated 
Press) —-What is tantamount to a 
threat of direct action for the pur- 
pose of forcing the government to 
call a truce and withdraw the troops 
from Ireland and institute an Irish 
parliament, was voted at the trades 
union congress in London today, when 
a resolution, introduced by the Miners’ 
Federation was adopted on a card vote 
by 2,700,000 against 1,600,000.

These Gothas, which recently arrived, 
are the largest airplanes in nse on any 
front and have proved particularly ef- 
fective against cavalry. The first day 
they were used one Gotha put out of com- 
mission two armoured trains. 

General Budenny, himself, had a nar- 
Tow escspe from the bombing while rid- 
{ng at the head of his forces. 

An overwhelming number of LTolshe- 
viki have been thrown against the Polish 
left wing, which is gradually bending 
southwest, The Reds are ccnstantly 
bringing reinforcements. 

From the northwest the Bolsheviki are 
drivin® against Vilna, which is. being 
evacuated of military supplies, but the 
Poles are determined to defend it and 
both sides are being reinforced.

| THE RED Litiy 
iS 


The Red Lity, tn slightly different 
forme, is common jin many déatricts 
from Ontario to Alberta. It grows in 
each leafy stem is crowned by a single 
red or orange-red flower, although 
open woods, among buehes, and along 
roadsides, in rather dry soil, Usualty 
Vigoroue planta may produce two, 
three, or even five in a cluster. 

Admired for its beauty, and easily 
found because of its large e6ize, the 
Red Lily is eagerly gathered. In 
rural homes and echools it may be 
seen in great bunches, packed into 
vases, cane or pails. Town and city 
dwellers, returning from an evening's 
run into the gountry, or from a First 
of July exeursion, have their arms, 
one might almost gay, their cars, 
filled with the bright blossoms, The 
coumtry for miles around is stripped. 
Those who gaily picked them had 
probably a hazy idea that wild flowers 
just happen, and in some way will 
always happen. But into the flower 
the plant puts ite supreme effort, an 
effort that leaves the roots lax anf 
depleted. Their energy can be ree 
stored only by the work of the leaves 
during the summer, 

These lilies, and many other flowers, 
are pulled or broken off with ati thelr 
leaves attached, hence the roots, in 
their weakened condition either die, 
or at best require several) years to 
reain strength enough ‘*o produce 
more flowera. : 

The beautiful wild flowers are the 
cumination of Nature's efforts applied 
to plant fe, through millions of 
years, They shou be the heritage of 
mankind for all time, but the choicest 
are in danger of disappearing in a 
single generation. We have learned 
to hunt songbirds with field gtmasea 
and camera, instead of a gun. Let us 
fearn to enjoy wild flowers wheré 
they grow. Each has a life story 
wel] worth reading, legible to the 
patient and aympathetic observer.

The principle that all river 
water in the dry area of the 
West should be made available for 
irrigation is accepted. But the 
amount of water available could 
only reachasmall portion of the 
whole dry area. That the land 
benefited should ultimately carry 
the cost must be accepted. But it 
must also be accepted that the land 
benefited cgnnot finance the pro- 
ject in the first instance.

Great Lack of Food 


Wwth regard to the scope of the | 


investigation, Mr. Turner said that 
no limitations whatever were put on 
the movements of the deputation or 
the inquiries they made. The phy- 
sical and material condition of the 
country is so bad that they did not 
attempt to hide it. There is great 
lack of food and clothing, of raw 
materials, and of transport. They 
have had a tremendously fierce 
battle with disease. They have had 
@ milion cases of typhus, and 
scores of thousands of cases of 
malaria and smell pox, and have 
no medicines,. Neither have they 
fats or ofie. 

Mr. Turner apoke of the acute 
hunger apparent in Moscow and 

trograd, arising partly, at any 
rate, from defects of transport. “I 
should say,” he went on, “that there 
are 50 per cent, hungry, although 
everyone gets a Minimum allowance 
of food. There were scenes of 
desolation in Petrograd, As to the 
atate of the countryside, we’ had 
only limited opportunkies of judg- 
ing as we travelled from one place 
to another.” 

“There is in Russia a great divis- 
jon between the towns and the vil- 
lages. The towns have depended on 
the villages for food, and the vil- 
lages have relied on the towns for 
other commodities." The towns 
have 10 commodities to supply, and 
the villages are not inclined to 
gatisfy their requirements of food 
in full, because the means of barter 
are not there. The Bolshevist gov- 
exnent is making strenuous efforts 
to overcome that difficulty. I aleo 
think that the old system of Russia 
wt never be restored. There is 
more likety to be rs tid in the 
way of peasant societies.” 

I asked Mr. Turrer if he found 
evidence that the Bolshevists were 
mainéaining a tyranny. “Not 
exactly a tyranny,” was the answer, 
“nor a despotism. It is an unac- 
cepted dictatorship.”

Coarse grains, as a whole, seem to 
be in a thrifty condition, and to pro- 
mise well. A good soaking rain this 
wegk from the Manitoba boundary 
on the east, clear to the Rockies, 
would do good everywhere and in- 
sure a good average crop, The per- 
centage injured past recovery is very 
small, 


Hay Prospect Good 
While the hay crop is reported 
}short at a few points, the general 
indication is for plenty of feed. 

In Manitoba, while the crop has 
developed rapidly, and more than 
sixty per cent. of the wheat is head- 
{ed out, the general conditions as to 
moisture are not nearly so satisfac- 
tory as in the last report, quite a few 
points, mainly in the north and north- 
western parts of the province stating 
they must havarain this week or the 
crop will rapidly deteriorate. 

However, many of the points re- 
porting need of rain, say the crop is 
thrifty and vigorous and holding up 
well. There has been little or no hail 
damage. Many districts again report 
the finest crop promiso since 1915 

In Saskatchewan, out of 172 points 
reporting, 57 need rain and about 50 
per cent state they need it badly, 
most of the latter being in the north- 


western section of the province, In 
common with Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan has checked the grasshopper | 
plague, and has suffered little from | 


cutworm and still less from hail. 
About 40 per cent of the wheat Is In! 
head, and the percentage runs all the 
way from five to ninety per cent. 

Alberta, which wag worst off for} 
nevisturo in the last report, has re- | 
ceived good rains practically over re) 
entire southern’ territory, reporting | 
marked improvement in growth, al- | 
though some districts need rain badly 
While cutworms have done consider- | 
able damage, the grasshopper dam- 
age was light. The growth since the | 
rain came in the south, has been very 
marked, but Alberta is behind the 
other two provinces in percentage of 
wheat headed out, owing to the late 
spring.

NEW STEAMSHIP 
LINE ARRANGED 
TO WEST INDIES 


First Results From Trade Confer- 
ence at Ottawa, Held Last

the establishment early in 1921 of a 
new steamship service between Can-

This achemo 
provides for sailings from Halifax and 
St. John to Bermuda, thence to the 
Dahamas and British

ing constructed for freight service on 
this route, accommodation for about 
25 first class passengers. Conference 


delegates expressed the view that this, 
amount of accommodation would suf-! 


fice as a beginning for the service. 

The West Indies conference 
considered the establishment 
combination freight and 
service from Haffax and St. Joan to 
Bermuda, Barbadoes and Demerara 
and return, While nothing definite has 
yet been done it is the government'a 
intention to have this service estab- 
lished gt the earliest possible moment, 
it being understood that the govern- 
ments of tae islands to be benefitted 
will assist the service with adequate 
subsidies.
